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PREFACE. 



The former Edition of this work having been very 
favourably received, it has been revised and consider- 
ably extended for the present issue. 

Synonyms are interchangeable but not identical 
words j and, as the signification of a word varies in 
different sentences, so do the synonyms which serve as 
its convertible terms. The timber is good — that is, 
Bound, perfect y undamaged; the law is good — that is, 
uaefuL, just, equitable. Synonyms, therefore, form so 
important a branch of language as to imperatively re- 
quire the attention of the wiiter, speaker, and student. 

Since nothing but constant practice can familiarize 
a learner with the total resources of his language, an 
aid such as the present work becomes indispensable ; 
and it is not without value to the expeiienced writer, 
for though memory may sometimes fail, yet the written 
letter remains. 

By reference to any leading term in its alphabetical 
order, the corresponding synonyms will be found ; and 
any of these may again be employed as leading terms 
if necessary.

ON STYLE. 



As language is the means by which ideas are communicated, 
80 the mastery of a tongue is of the utmost importance to the 
orator, the writer, and the student. To be capable of analyzing 
the emotions of the mind, or the intricate processes of the rea- 
soning faculties — to conyey information on art, science, politics, 
religion, and general knowledge, we must be familiar with lan- 
guage ; and the teacher, to be effective, should regard not only 
his own acquirements, but also the means by which they are 
conveyed to others. 

The matter on whieh a writer treats influences his style ; and 
so much is this the case, that the same author is scarcely to be 
recognised in a succession of different topics; for medicine, 
chemistry, botany, philology, political economy, architecture, 
music, and astronomy greatly vary in their objects, and each 
of these topics, by introducing new subjects to notice, includes 
also new terms. 

Language is therefore, to the writer and speaker, only secon- 
dary in importance to knowledge itself ; for, although informa- 
tion is in the first place requisite, it is conveyed b^ means 
of language to others, and is best imparted by that simplicity 
and clearness of expression, which at once communicates the 
writer's meaning to the reader. And, in proportion to the 
philosophy of the writer, the mastery of ideas and clearness of 
perception on his own part, should be his power of expressive- 
ness in the transmission of knowledge. In all cases it is de- 
sirable that any apparent abstruseness should arise rather from 
profundity of thought than obscurity of language. 

Religious suhjectSf treating of the doctrines, history, and anti- 
quities of scripture, are in the best authors characterised by 
elevation of thought, and simplicity of diction. 

Legal topics include special terms applicable to the rights of 
states and individuals. Great powers of reasoning, acuteness, 
and persuasion, characterise the successful pleader, whose aim 
is to exhibit in their most plausible aspect the argum nts for 
or against individual views. The uncertainty of language is 
nowhere more apparent than in legal pursuits. The possible 
meaning of certain phrases in acta of parUemQUt^ ^n«a tUa ^a 
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most important discnssions ; and the opposite riews adranced 
relatiye to complicated sabjects, render the nicest discrimi- 
nation necessary on the part of an impartial judge. 

Mathematics have for their object precision of result Hence 
the rigorous accuracy of its language is unparalleled, its Special 
terms being so stringently defined as to admit less possibility 
of yariation in this than in any other branch of learning. 

General literature, science, and art, should for current infor- 
mation be treated in popular language. Technical terms are 
to some extent unayoidable ; but though the most appropriate 
and expressiye for professional use, they should not be so 
habitually preferred as to incur the charge of pedantry. 

Poetry is at once the most charming subject to a reader, and 
the most difi&cult to a writer : taste and education may form 
the critic and man of general information, but the poet is bom, 
not made. In defectiye productions, criticism may haye little 
to censure in the syllables, rhyme, or length of lines ; the defi- 
ciency consists not in the form or language, but the spirit is 
wanting: that energy with which genius inspires all that it 
creates, a charm more easily comprehended than defined. So 
muaic may be written according to rule, and lack the fire 
which alone can animate it. We can best perceiye the contrast 
by comparing the works of the greatest masters with inferior 
productions, and the different effects of creation and imitation 
are palpable. Beyond all other subjects poetry requires the 
greatest range of expression, and is most affected by the light 
and shade of words ; hence certain passages are proverbially 
quoted from fayourite authors, as the most concise and expres- 
siye embodiment of idea of which language is capable. 

The best authors, the uniyersally great, are the noblest guide 
for the student Where these are disparaged in order to praise 
■inferiors, it is a certain token of mediocrity, and only proyes 
that the ablest do not please those who cannot appreciate 
them. Goethe says, sarcastically, that " Biirger was as flat as 
his public;" but doubtless Biirger and his public were mutu- 
ally satisfied. The same eminent writer obseryes, that '^ he 
who ceases to hold communion with the masters of his art, can 
neyer progress, but is in danger of going back." One other 
saying of his is especially worthy of tl:^ poet*8 attention : " The 
spirit of the real is the true ideid." 

The English student is favourably situated. The works of 
native authors, and those translated from others, together em- 
body a treasury which probably has never been excelled in 
any age or nation. Eminent writers, who lead the mind to an 
increased love of nature and humanity, who expand the in- 
;t, and train the heart to a higher standard of virtue and 
igioD, deservedly rank among the great benefactors of man- 
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kind. Of these works, peruse the hest; those written, ''not for 
an age, but for fdl time." To appreciate them requires onlj 
a moderate abilitj; to equal them, a colossal intellect. He 
who cannot originate such books must be content to read them, 
since they form in all cases the most trustworthy guide to 
him who seeks to extend his information or improve his style. 
The abilities of the teacher, however great, cannot, it is true, 
compensate the natural defects of a learner, seeing that it is 
impossible to bestow capacity and genius ; but the mind may, 
under competent masters, be trained to the utmost cultivation 
of which it is capable.

OUTLINES OF 
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OUTLINES OF ENGLISH GRAMMAE. 

Eybbt langaage is spoken and written according to cer- 
tain roles. When these rules are digested into form, they 
become the Grammar of the language. The Grammar there- 
fore serves to regidate doubtful expressions, hy admitting of 
a reference to the analogous and recognised standard of the 
language. 

JBeing and action are the bases of grammar ; in other words, 
things exist and have motion, and gire rise to our words express- 
ing these states. The distinctions between different states of 
being or modes of action, arise from varieties of time, order, 
quality, condition, possession, place, &c., and these varieties 
require to be expressed in terms which denote the difference 
of state. 

Every word in the English language is capable of being 
classed under a certain head, and is therefore aenominated bjr 
the term of its class. These classes or sorts of words are, in 
English, nine in number, and are known by the names of 
Noun, Article, Adjective, Pronoun, Verb, Adverb, Preposition, 
Conjunction, and Interjection. 

OF THE KOTJN. 

A noun, or name, expresses any thing that we can compre- 
hend as existing, whether material or abstract : every thing to 
which we give a name is a noun, if the name implies the thing 
itself. All that is palpable to our senses, all that we can see, 
hear, feel, touch, or taste, is a noun. Those things which are 
only embodied in idea, are abstract nouns ; such as, goodness, 
justice, sweetness, industry, &c. These are not distinguished 
by any external form, but we esteem them as really existing 
notwithstanding. 

Kouns have two nukbers, the singular and the plural. We 
may speak of one or more articles : when one is alluded to it 
is singular, more than one is plural; as, apple, apples; box, 
boxes ; mouse, mice. 

The plural of most nouns is formed by adding s to the singu- 
lar ; as, pen, pens. But if the final letter of the singular is y, 
it changes into ties; as, lady, ladies. If a vowel precedes the 
y, s only is added; as boy, boys. Some nouns infoT/e take 
ves for the plural; as, loaf, loaves; wife, wives; but such as 
gulf, grief, mischief, &c., only take a final s in the plural. 
Those which do not conform to these rules form the plural 
irregularly ; as, man, men i seaman, seamen ; child, children ; 
goose, geese ; and a few others. 
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OBNDBR. 

Gender distinguishes sex ; as, man, woman ; and inanimate 
objects ; as, a stone, milk. 

Male subjects are masculine. 

Female subjects are feminine. 

Inanimate things are always neuter, except when we speak 
figuratively, as of a vessel ; sm sails well. 

Gender is expressed by different words ; as boy, girl ; by a 
different termination ; as, Jew, Jewess ; or a prefix ; as, a man- 
servant, a matW- servant. 

CASB 

Exhibits the relation of one noun to another, or to a verb or 
preposition. There are three cases ; the nominative, the pos- 
sessive, and the objective. 

The nominative is the doer, performer, or actor, spoken of ; 
as, Thomas walks, he rides. 

The possessive simply denotes possession ; as, John's boot. 

The objective is only spoken of as either the object or the 
inactive agent ; as, James strikes the table. James acts, and 
is therefore the nominative ; the table struck is the object, or 
inactive agent, and is in the objective case. James struck his 
brother: brother is in the objective case. Three men found a 
treasure : treasure is in the objective case. 

OF THB YBBB. 

Whatever we perceive of action, bodily or mentally ; what- 
ever moves, acts, or disturbs, gives rise to our ideas of motion, 
and these actions are classed as verbs. If we say, He runs^ 
runs is a verb, because it expresses the action of the person 
spoken of ; so, if we say, I ihinkf I understood, I shall go, I teas 
there, we use verbs in our expressions. 

From the two parts of speech, noun and verb, arise the re- 
maining seven ; for, as without being and motion all would be 
nonentity, so without nouns and verbs, which express these 
states, language could not exist. The various states and 
qualities of being and existence require other parts of speech 
to express them. 

Verbs are active or transitive, passive, and neuter or in- 
transitive. The active verb exhibits the action between the 
nominative and object; as, James strikes the table. The paS" 
sive alludes to the object ; as, the table is struck. The neuter 
relates to the person or persons to whom the action is confined ; 
as, I run, I walk. He sleeps ; and is therefore intransitive. 

Verbs are decUned by Voices, Moods, Tenses, Numbers, and 
Persons. 
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The moods are five, the Indicatire, FoteDtial, Sabjunctiye,* 
Imperative, and Infinitive. 

The tenses are, the Present, the Fast, the Perfect, the Plu- 
perfect, the Future, the Future-Perfect, and the Participle. 

Numbers are two, singular or plural. 

Persons are three : the first, when I speak of myself ; the 
second, when I address the person ; the third, when I speak of 
another. 

1. I did, we did. 

2. Thou 'didst, or you did. 

3. He, she, or they did. 

▲BTICLB. 

If we say apple, pen, hoy, we use nouns ; but out of a variety 
of apples, &c., we may either require one in particular or any 
one indifferently. The little modifying words joined to the 
noun to express these variations are termed articles ; they are, 
a or an, and the. The is used with any noun when we wish to 
speak of a definite subject ; as, The boy whom I saw — alluding 
to some particular boy ; but an is used if the subject is not 
limited particularly to one, as if we say, Give me an apple : the 
meaning is, any apple out of a quantity. An is used before a 
Towel, or before a silent h ; but before a word beginning with 
a consonant, or an h which is aspirated, an drops the n, and be- 
comes a; thus we say. Give me a pen, I have bought a house, 
because pen begins with a consonant, and house with an aspi- 
rated A. 

▲DJBCTIYE, 

The substance of which we speak may have some particular 
quality or number which we desire to express ; as, an apple 
may be sweet, a pen may be good or bcid, or, we may require 
three apples. These qualities and numbers of the noun are 
called ddjectives. If we require a portion of any substance; 
as, some, any, all, of the fruit, these words are adjectives. 

Adjectives can be compared, and have three degrees of com- 
parison; as, sweet, sweeter, sweetest ; low, lower, lowest. The 
degree by which we commence the comparison is termed the 
positive ; that by which we afterwards ascend or descend is the 
comparative; the third, the highest or lowest degree, is the 
guperlatvve» 

* The Subjunctive should only be used after t/ when the event is future, 
and never without the proper auxiliaries : If he shotUd or may find. Such 
forms as— If he And, if he think, are now less patronised than formerly. 
When the event is conditionally present, the indicative is the proper form

PBOKOUV. 

The pronoun refers to the substance of which we speak, or 
have spoken ; as, He is yirtuous, by which is meant some man 
of whom we speak. That wine is good : that refers us at once 
to the wine which is the subject of discourse. Thomas went 
out to meet his sister, that he might accompany her home. The 
italics all refer to the persons spoken of, and by representing 
the nouns are pronouns. 

There are several kinds of pronouns, as, personal, relatire, 
possessive, distributive, &c. 

Personal pronouns relate to the person ; as, /, he, his, him. 

Possessive pronouns denote possession; as, my, thy, his, her, 
its, our. 

Relative pronouns relate to the person or thing before spoken 
of; they are, vfho, which, that, and what. 

The distributive pronouns relate to persons and things taken 
separately ; they are, each, every, either, and neither. 

The demonstrative pronouns point out which of two or more 
things is meant ; they are, this and that, these and those. 

Ind^nite pronouns are such as none, any, aU, such, &c. 

If the student is at any loss to distinguish the nominatiye 
from the objective case of the pronoun, he may at all times 
ascertain them by distinguishing the active from the passive 
case ; — send, give, or any such like verb, may be applied tnus ; —

ADVERB. 



An adverb is joined to a verb, an adjective, or another ad- 
verb, to express condition (as an adjective is to a noun); it 
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qualifies or defines the sense in which we are to understand the 
verb, &c. If we s&j, He runs, we express only the motion 
without condition ; but if we say how he runs, as, He runs 
quickh/y He moves slowly, we attach a definitiye to the yerb, and 
this definitiye is an adverb. 

PBSPOSITKHT. 

A preposition explains something regarding situation ; as, 
on, near, beyond. It is put before nouns and pronouns, to show 
the relation between them; as,*He goes yrom Liverpool to Lon- 
don by the railway. A preposition may usually be known by 
its referring to place ; as, over, nigh, towards, through, under 
London. A preposition also relates to time; as, during, since, 
past, &c., but prepositions of this class are few in number. 

CONJUNCTION. 

A conjunction joins words and sentences; as. He and I ; He 
is neither happy nor contented. It also may in some instances 
be regarded as a conditional term : as. If you behave well, I 
will help you ; All were lost save, but, or except the two who 
were rescued. Unless you learn you will be a dunce, notwith- 
standing your natural abilities. 

INTEBJECTIONB 

Are simply exclamations of surprise, fear, joy, &c. ; as. Oh ! 
Ah! Dear me! WeUl HaUoI

ON LEARNING A FOREIGN LANGUAGE. 

The languages at present most studied are the European, 
as the French, German, Italian, Greek, Latin, and Spanish ; 
and the Oriental, as the Hebrew, Arabic, Syriac, Persian, &c. 
In commencing the study of any language, the student will 
find great assistance from using tabular forms of the most 
usual prepositions, pronouns, adjectives, adverbs, &c., and a 
short course of reading will impress these on the mind, be- 
cause of their constant recurrence. Similar tables of verb- 
endings, &c., are very useful for reference in cases of doubt or 
difficulty. The following is a specimen of this kind of table for 
French verbs, with corresponding English signs : —

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HINTS TO STUDENTS. XVU 

With this methodical commencement, the student will pro* 
ceed with pleasore hj attending to the following rules : — 

Ist. Read something in the language €very day, without 
fail, and thoroughly understand each lesson before proceeding 
to another. 

2nd. Translate everj lesson literally into English, and re- 
translate into the ori^nal, observing tiie differences of idiom 
and grammatical construction. 

3rd. If a spoken language, conrerse in it whenever you haye 
an opportunity. 

4th. Determine to persevere systematicaUy by these rules, and 
the result will eventually be satisfactory. 

The general failure of persons who have studied languages, 
will be found to arise from one of the following causes : — 

1. The language studied is one the attainment of which 
presents no advantage, and is consequently not worth pursuing, 
when the momentary enthusiasm with which it was commenced 
has subsided. 

2. Desiring knowledge without the trouble of acquiring it : 
some royal road is sought in a pretended new and easy mode 
of study ; this, proving illusory, excites disgust. 

3. A partial knowledge is acquired, and just at the period 
when it might be improved into a thorough acquaintance, a 
listlessness or constitutional indolence prevents further ad- 
vancement. 

These remarks apply to other branches of learning as well as 
to language, and the hard-working student has the satisfaction 
of knowing that he must shortly surpass the idle, the frivolous, 
and the wavering, in the paths of literature and of fame. 



In every department of study and of writing, method is of the 
greatest importance. Without some plan of study, time and 
effort are wasted in the useless endeavour to make irregularity 
serve the purpose of method. A few remarks on the subject 
will illustrate this. 

The most usual defect consists in trusting to memory for 
the supply of information which may be required at any future 
period. It is, therefore, almost always the case, that in speak- 
ing or writing on any subject, some of the most pointed anec- 
dotes, illustrative references, and arguments, are either for- 
gotten or so faintly remembered as to be confusing rather than 
a help. Hence the phrases — " I have somewhere seen it re- 
lated." "I have mislaid my reference," &c.\ AXLdthft&Q o€tea 
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occur at a time when the reader's coriositj would induce him 
to consult the original source of information, if fully referred 
to as it ought to be. The most approved plan of reference for 
the benefit of the student, consists in keeping a common-place 
book, such as Todd's ^^ Index Eerum." 

This contains as great a number of leares as may be con- 
sidered necessaiy for the purpose ; each leaf is headed with a 
letter of the alphabet, in regular order, the first few leaves 
headed A, the nesct B, and so on, until the book is divided 
from A to Z. Each letter is then vowelled, as A — a, occupy- 
ing perhaps two pages, then follow A — e, A — ^i, &c. The use 
made of the work is to place under its appropriate heading 
the most striking word of a passage, anecdote, reference to 
history, science, or other subject.

This index should always be used immediately <m reading 
any thing which is worthy of future reference. Though years 
may have elapsed since the original entry was made, the index 
serves faithfully as a guide when the memory would have 
utterly failed. But to neglect the entry at the time of reading 
is to fall back on the memoiy, and usually to forget. 

Besides a method of acquiring references, there is a regular 
plan to be followed, which renders writing easier to the student 
Few themes occur which do not require, in scone portions, 
aither a re^larity of alphabetical or numerical order. The 
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subject may be a history, an index to a book, a chronological 
table, or references to authors who have written on the subject, 
and to whom we turn in their order. If for an index to a book, 
the student will proceed as follows ; — ^Use the paper on which 
jou write on one side ordy^ and proceed to put down the sub- 
jects as they occur.

When the whole book is gone through, and the index is 
completed, cut the paper into slips, and arrange the subjects 
in alphabetical order ; the index may then be neatly copied 
and attached to the book. We may thus form a chronological 
table of histoiT as an outline of a work ; or arrange a pile of 
references, each of which will be uppermost just as we want it ; 
and we may vary the order of arrangement at pleasure. Slips 
thus prepared may be pasted in order on sheets of waste paper ; 
they are then readier for use, and less likely to be lost. If in- 
tended to be printed,' they must always be pasted on convenient- 
sized sheets, to serve as copy for the compositor. 

In writing for the press, it is a good plan to write only on 
one side of the paper, as the copy can then be given to two or 
more compositors to set, which otherwise cannot be distributed, 
and therefore causes delay. But a more important reason to 
the writer is, that he may require to alter a portion of his work, 
by rewriting some parts and adding to others. If he desires 
to remove or alter a portion of the writing the back of which 
is blank, it can be done at once, the whole passage may then be 
rewritten and inserted ; but, if the paper is written on both sides, 
the labour of correction is greatly increased. 

In every case, time and action are the only means left to 
the student to gain his knowledge and distribute it, and what- 
ever saves time or lessens labour should be regarded as a benefit, 
for — Life is short, but Art is long.
